Dear Mr. Edlund:

This letter responds to your 23 January 2015 request for an additional technical assistance visit
(TAV) by Army personnel to Camp Minden, Louisiana within 14 days to inspect materials to keep
everyone apprised of the conditions and to recommend timeframes to act.

As you know, this matter is subject to the terms of the Administrative Settlement Agreement
and Order on Consent (AOC), signed on 28 October 2014 and referenced in your letter. Under the
AQOC, the Louisiana Military Department (LMD) is responsible for carrying out the activities required
to dispose of the M6 propellant and CBI; and the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and
the Louisiana Department of Environmental Quality (LDEQ) are charged with oversight and
approval of LMD's activities. The AOC further directs that LMD and LDEQ periodically assess and
inspect materials at the site to ensure the materials remain safe.

Following approval of the AOC, at LMD’s request, the Army conducted a TAV visit to Camp
Minden in December 2014. However, the Army’s intent was not to assume responsibility for
explosives safety inspections as that would be inconsistent with the terms and intent of the AOC.
Given that the recent December 2014 TAV provided LMD and EPA 6 the information requested in
your 23 January 2015 letter, the Army believes that an additional technical assistance visit is
unnecessary at this time.
